American Legion For Public ; 
Pier and Sand Beach |

The American Legion's building pro- 
gram is well underway. The small build- 
ing as you may see is just about com 
pleted, the main part of the building 
that will tie into the small one will be 
known as the American Legion Mem- 
oral Home dedicated to all ex-service- 
men of Hancock County. The present 
and future building is the Legion's pro- 
gram for themselves the Public Pier 
and sand beach is the other part of 
the program they are now working on. 
Legion officers called upon the Han- 
cock County Board of Supervisors and 
outlined their sand beach and pier pro- 
gram to them, making it plain that it 
is for the public. The members of the 
Board present agreed that it was a 
needed project and voted to give $1000 
to start the program and assured all 
the help possible in the near future. 
Some three months ago Legion Offi- 
cers called upon the City Officials and 
outlined the program to them, they 
were in accord with the plans for the 
public beach and pier, but at that time 
there was no money available but were 
told that in the future the City would 
receive some money from the State 
and then perhaps they would be able to 
assist in the program. 

They did not commit themselves 
on any amount, although the Legion 
mentioned a certain amount. The Legion 
did not make any demand but simply 
outlined their program and asked what 
ever assistance the City could render, 
not for the Legion Building but for 
the public pier and sand beach. 

The Legion called upon the 
again this week to see if they were 
going to assist in getting started on 
the public projects and after listening 
to all the problems of the City, could 
plainly see where they stood and cal- 
led for a decision and asked that it be 
placed on their records and a copy giv- 
en to the Legion for their records. So 
here is their answer: 

Motion by W. J. Carver that the 
council appropriate at the present time 
the sum of $1875.00 to the Clement R. 
Bontemps Post No. 139 of the Ameri- 
zan Legion with the provisioin that this 
sum shall be used strictly for the pur- 
pose of the construction of a sand beach 
ind public pier at the head of Wash- 
‘ngton Street adjointng the~property. 
of the American Legion Home. 

Motion lost—No second. 

Because at the present time we are 

lot refusing the Legion this amount en- 
irely but due to the financial condition 
wf the City and the condition of the 
treets at the present time we think it is 
tore beneficial to the citizens of the 
ommunity to use the appropriation re- 
‘eived from the State, at the present 
ime for the repairs and maintenance 
if its streets and at a later date if 
r»ossible we will be very glad to donate 
1 sum to the Legion for this pier and 
sand beach. 
Note—a later date if possible—as far

Hoarding will not do much good, for Just as soon as 
a commodity is put on the rationed list, each person mas 
be required to make an affidavit as to the supply on hand. 
and whatever that amount is, it will more than likely be 
deducted from the quantity which the citizens will be al- 
lowed to buy under the rationing system. l 

The only kind of rationing system which should be 
put into effect, if officials come to the conclusion that ra-

Washington---The Agriculture Depart- 


ment forecast this year’s cotton 


at 10,308,000 bales of 500 pounds gross 
weight,

This first estimate of the year com- 


pares with last years crop of 16,128,- 


v00 bales and with a ten-year (1938-48) 
average of 11%99.000 bales. 


The indicated sharp drop in 
duction reflects operation of a govern- 
ment crop control program designed to 
prevent the accumulation of excessive 
supplies, 

The cotton acreage ın cultivation 
July 1 was about 31 per cent smaller 
than a year earlier. 

This year's crop will be supplement- 
ed by a carryover of about 7,000,000 
bales from previous crops. The total 
supply would be more than ample to 
meet anticipated market needs. 

The department estimated the yiela 
of lint cotton to the acre at 264.9 
pounds, compared with 284 last year 
and 261.3 for the ten-year average. 

The condition of the crop on Aug. 1 
was reported at 75 per cent of normal 
compared with 80 per cent a year ago 
end 76 per cent. for the ten-year Aug 
1 average.

LUNG DISEASE PATIENTS 
SAVED BY NEW 
OPERATION 


Atlanta—Nearly 100 sufferers of a 
common lung disease which formerly 
brought death apparently have been; 


given a future by an operation devel- 
oped at Emory University Hospital. 

An Emory surgeon said the treat- 
ment still is in the “evaluation stage 
but we are very optimistic.” 

The surgery is tailored for patients 
suffering pulmonary emphasema, or van- 
ishing lung disease. 


Progressive disability of the lungs, 
sometimes to the extent that a lung 
disappears completely marks the ail-! 
ment. 

The surgeons attributes the disease 
to several causes, including chronic ir- 
ritation of the bronchial tubes, infec- 


tion from excessive smoking and certain 
industrial hazards. 
The trouble begins with chronic or 


repeated spasms in the bronchial tubes | 


which make it easier for air to get 
into the lungs than to get out. As a 
result. areas of the lungs are over 
distended, enlarging at the expense of 
healthy tissue. 

Sufferers then are unable to expel | 
air properly and complain of a short- 
age of breath. 

The surgeon said the disease kills 


by producing so much obstruction of 
the flow of blood from the right side 
of the heart that the heart finally 
unable to beat, 

He explained that the Emory opera- 
tion actually is only a combinatiion of 
those used for with certain 
modifications.

Compensating or offsetting increases 
in wages or income will be slow in com- 
ing, and to many workers, wage earn- 
ers, white collar groups, and small 
farmers, these increases will not come 
at all, or at least not appreciably. Of
